The C. P, R. excursion from Toronto and 
other eastern points to attend the Edmonton 
land sale, on May 8rd, will open the season 
of summer travel, and no doubt Kdmonton 
will hereafter, be a favorite point for sum- 
mer excursions. The attraction would be 
greatly increased if the navigation of the 
Saskatchewan Were utilized and steamboat 
connection given between Edmonton and 
Prince Albert. If this were done the summer 
tourist could see all the varied features of the 
Northwest in the greatest comfort, with the 
least possible loss of time. At present ‘see- 
ing the Northwest” means a ttip across the 
plains from Winnipeg to Banff; between 
which two points there is the least possible 
variety of scenery, any ten mile stretch in 
the whole distance being an almost exact 
reproduction of any other equal distance. 
As a matter of fact the Northwest is not 
seen on sucha trip. Only its poorest and 
least attractive side isseen. A tourist who 
would leave the main line at Calgary, take 
the C. & E. branch to Edmonton, sail down 
the Saskatchewan to Prince Albert, and re- 
turn to the main line at Regina, besidce see- 
ing a variation of landscape with evety mile 
—and along the Saskatchewan, some of the 
most beautiful river scenery in the world— 
would get a true idea of the value of the 
Northwest a6 an agricultural region, just as 
one following the present route of travel gets 
an entirely misleading idea. It cannot be 
reiterated too frequently that the Saskatche- 
wan in its course of 500 miles from Edmon- 
ton to Prince Albert flows through a region 
of unbroken—though, of course, of varying— 
fertility; a region of sufficient rainfall, of 
good water and © of abundant timber, 
either immediately at hand or easily 
reached. Without further railway construc: 
tion this whole region can be traversed by 
large steamers during the greater part of the 
summer, There are several large and well 
fitted steamers owned by the Northwest Na- 
Vigation Co,, which formerly ran on the Sas- 
katchewan from Grand Rapids to Edmonton, 
now lying at or below Prince Albert, their 
former trade having been cut off by the rail- 
Ways to Prince Albert and Edmonton, But 
while the railways have cut off the throuzh 
traffic in which the boats were formerly em- 
ployed they have made possible a local traffic 
such as here mentioned, for which the boats 
are wellsuited. It would be greatly to the 
interest of the C. P. R, company, in the mat- 
ters both of passenger and freight traffic and 
the development of their lands along the 
river, if these boats were started running 
again, and it is to be hoped in the general 
interest that they will see the matter in that 
light with sufficient clearness to induce them 
either to take hold of the steomers and ran 
them, or tomake such arrangements with 
other parties as would warrant them in tak- 
ing up the enterprise, Capitalists who are 
looking for investments would do well to 
consider thia matter, not only in the light 
of travel and trattic between the two railroad 
points, but also with a view to the local 
trade to be done in lumber and coal between 

Edmonton and all poiuts down the stream. 
A point to be noted is that all, or almostull, 
freight might be taken down stream; only 
passengers need be brought up,

ALEXANDER MACKENZIE. 
Hon. Alexander Mackenzie died on Sun- 
day morning April 17th, Mr. Mackenzie 
was born in the Highlands of Perthshire on 
January 28th, 1822. From the age of four- 
teen he was by the death of his father compel- 
led to maintain hiniself, and became a stone- 
mason. The only schooling he received was 
before he reached that age. He becamea 
member of the Baptist church while resident 
" Ayrshire, Scotland, and remained a mem 
er of that church during his life. He came 
to Canada in 1842 and settled at Kingston. 
He removed to Sarnia ih 1846, He was high- 
ly successsul in business matters and was 
se married: first while a resident of 
paseo to Miss Helen Neil, who died in 
anuary, 1852, In 1853 he married Miss Jane 
Sym, who survives him. His only child, a 
daughter of his first wife; is the wife of Rev. 
John Thomson of Sarnia. 
In politics Mr. Mackenzie was a liberal by 
etedity no less than by conviction. On his 
arrival in Canada he identified himself with 
the reform party and took part in the struggle 
for the secularization of the clergy reserves. 
He supported the Buldwin-Lafontaine ad- 
ministration and opposed the Hincks-Morin 
overnment. For some time Mr. Mackenzie 
eld the editorial management of the Lambton 
Shicld, established by the Reformers in the 
neighborhood of Sarnia in 1852, and publish- 
ed until its place was taken by the Sarnia 
Observer in 1854. Mr. Mackenzie proved 
himselfto be a ready and vigorous writer, 
fairness, common sense and discrimination 
characteriaing his editorial, and he brought 
his paper toa high degree of public respect 
andinfluence He first took his seat in par- 
hament ~in 1862, having been elected by a 
considerable majority for Lambton to take 
the place of his brotner, Mr. Hope Mackenzie, 
who had declined, after having  re- 
Presented the constituency for two years. 
He soon made his mark as a ready and fluent 
opener who was thoroughly familiar with 
rg constitutional history of the country. 
e took office as provincial secretary under 
Mr. Blake's leadership, in the local govern- 
—* of Ontario in 1871 and soon afterwards 
mone provincial treasurer, Both he and 
r. Blake resigned their places and their 
seats in the local house to deVote theniselves 
exclusively to Dominion politics in the 
House of Commons. In November, 1873, 
wae Sir Jobn Me Ty government fell 
nm consequence of the Pacific disclosures, 
Mr. Mackenzie in two days succeeded in 
Soreaing the first Reform ministry under 
. Yuntederation. In 1878 his cabinet resigned, 
e clections of September that vear having 
resulted in the return of a considerate ma- 
jority hostile to his ministry. In his depart- 
mental work, Mr. Mackenzie was universally 
acknowledged io be conscienfious and labori- 
ous to an exceptional degree, and the legisla- 
ticn enacted would be an indisputable testi- 
mony to this even if no other existed, At 
the general elections in 1882, Mr. Mackenzie 
wan Mecnee to represent East York, and was 
1p returned by the same constituency in 
a and 1891. Shortly after his retirement 
ty Sayed Mr. Mackenzie's health beyan to

tated his death was an aceident which hap- 
pened him a couple of months ago, when he 
vad a bad fall on a street in Toronto.

CONTAGIOUS DISEASES ORDINANCE. 
The ordinance respecting infectious and 
contagious diseases pe preg Pr. aninals pro- 
vides that the owner or person having in 
charge any animal affected with glanders or 
farcy, shall, on ascertaining that the animal 
is go affected, or on being notified to that 
effect by the veterinary surgeon appointed 
by the Northwest government, kill such ani- 
mal and burn or bury the carcass. If the 
owner does not do so the veterinary surgeon 
may do 80 at the expense of the owner or 
eeper. The owner or keeper has the privi- 
lege of having his case heard before a justice 
of the peace if he so desires. The penalty

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PRAIRIE FIRE, 
Editor BULLETIN, 

Sin, —As strong winds are due in April and | 
May, the risk from using fires to clear land 
may be serious. I have before me a printed 
public notice; (not dated) referring to the 
prairie fire ordinatice. At the jrairie fires 
ordinance I have only hada very brief glance, 
but this ordinance and the notice seem de- 


| 


The ordinance, dated 1888, va that travel- | 
lers letting fires ‘‘escape” arc liable to penal- 
ties ‘hereinafter’ imposed—but no penalties 
other than civil, affecting them, are imposed 
“hereinafter,” unless they decline the call of 
a fire guardian, Any traveller dealt with 
under this ordinance, chapter 20, if pevalized 
in a way not within the words of the act, 
would have his remedy. However, 1 have 
not yet seen the statute law, Ihave sent 
for it and all amandments of the ordinance 
since 1888. 

In both ordinance and notice the sentence 
“North of 80” * * * to ‘April’ should 
presumably run on after ‘‘or March,” but the 
permission to ‘‘clear” by fire up to April 80th 
would in this and many years involve much 
risk, Both ordinance and notice imply that 
under certain insufficient conditions fires 
may be kindled to clear land up to 30th 
April. I would submit that the only safe 
time to clear for the plow is just after half or 
three:fourths of the snow clears off the open 
places, when the air and earth sre usually 
damp, and when snow ands ow water are 
hanuy, when woods will not burn and snow 
lies about stacks and rails. All this was the 
case this year from the first to 10th of April, 
a period tvfor: plowing and seedins. But 
from now to the 30th ot April the drying 
effects of the frosty nights, hot sun and high 
winds on the grass, involves much risk. It 
is useless to suppose that fires won’t occur 
atfar more inconvenient periods, up to the 
end of May, likely sources being tipsy neigh- 
bors, the careless use of imatches and some 
hundreds of expected new arrivals, Except 
iu the rare case where a person honestly ad- 
mits having kindled a fire to clear land, or 
save property from another fire, convictions 
are seldom got except by hunting a “‘travel- 
ler” and wrongfully twisting the word ‘‘here- 
inafter. ’ 

As it is now 25 years since I was made a 
J. P., I will remind the police of what they 
probably know well, to make sure that the 
person who isin a hurry to inform or com- 
plain is able to give a good account of him- 
self, that his record is a good one, and that 
he is of sober and respectable repute.
